Construction of 
Rat River Dam 
assured 


The Honorable Douglas 8. 
Harkness, Minister of Agriculture, 
announced that a $221,162.40 con- 
tract has been awarded to Sim- 
kins Construction Company, of 
Winnipeg, Man., for construction 
of a dam on the Rat River, one 
mile east of St. Malo, Man. 

Major work will get under way 
immediately, 

The dam and resulting reservoir 
will store water and regulate 
stream flow. At least 100 families 
will directly benefit from the res- 
ervoir, where 1,770 acre-feet. of 
water will be impounded. It will 
assure farmers in the valley a 
constant water supply, and also 
make available a supplementary 
water supply to the village of St. 
Malo. ; 

Location of the dam is 45 miles 
south of Winnipeg. The Rat River 
flows into the Red River from the 
east. ‘ 

Total estimated cost of the pro- 
ject is $250,000. 

A right-of-way was cleared dur- 
ing the winter in advance of main 
construction.

Northwest Territories, only 2 per- 
cent of Canada’s present mineral 
production, will evidently be 
greatly expanded as thé area’s po-.

The huge lead, zinc deposit, at 
Pine Point will soon be mined, as 
plans for a railway to this area 
have been announced. Deposits of 
lithium, lead, zinc ores, nickel, 
and copper are known to: exist, 
but the expense appears to pre- 
clude the possibility of immediate 
development. The high cost of 
transportation is the greatest bar- 
rier to vigorous: exploitation . of 
northern resources; climate is a 
further element in the high costs. 

Oil companies have been: doing 
exploratory work in the Macken- 
zie Valley, and parallel explora- 
tions are being carried out by the 
mining industry. The federal gov- 
ernment is assisting’ in the inven- 
tory of northern resources by car- 
rying on geological surveys, by 
providing administrative services, 
and by assisting with the cost of 
road and air'strip construction. 

The economic development of 
the North depends, to a large. 
degree, on the decisions taken by 
private industry. These decisions, 
in turn, will be dominated by 
economic considerations. Increases 
in world demand for minerals, 
and the probable increase in Cana- 
dian demand, resulting from the 
expected increases in Canadian 
population and praduction will 
stimulate further exploratory 
activity. ;
